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DARST SUBMITS 
PROPOSED CIVIL 
SERVICE CHANGES 
TO.CHARTER BOARD 


Would Vest Full Powers 
of Merit Policy and Ad- 
ministration in Com- 
mission Named by 
Mayor. 


Mayor Joseph M. Darst today 
submitted to the Board of Free- 
holders a list of suggested changes 
he believes should be made in the 
civil service law which would vest 
full authority for administration 7% 
of the law in the Civil Service| #@ 
Commission appointed by the 
Mayor and give it authority to 
determine “policy-making” posi- 
tions in the city government. 

The Mayor set out his views on 
civil service in a 19-page brochure 
which was sent to John I. Rollings, 
chairman of the Committe on 
Municipal Personnel of the Board 
of Freeholders, which is drafting 
@ proposed new city charter. 

In discussing the authority of 
the Civil Service Commission, the 
Mayor said that all powers of pol- 
icy determination and administra- 
tion of. the civil service system 
should be vested in it and it should 
have an administrative assistant 
who would be skilled in devising 
and supervising merit examina- 
tions. 

“This assistant should have no 
powers of policy determination, 
nor any general administrative 
powers over the operation of the 
civil service system,” Darst said. 
At present, the Personnel Director 
is entrusted with administration of 
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the civil service program. 
Ad Interim Appointees. 

The Mayor also should have 
authority to appoint ad interim 
Commissioners if two or more of 
the regular Civil Service Com- 
missioners disqualify themselves 
in any cause pending before the 
Commission, Darst said. 

In expressing his views as to 
what positions in the city gov- 
ernment should be excepted from 
civil service regulations, Darst, 
who last week said he believed 
he should have authority “to re- 
place any one in the city’s em- 
‘ploy, if I can find a person better 
qualified for the job,” told the 
Freeholders: 

“The Commission should be em- 
powered to determine what posi- 
tions are of a policy-making na- 
ture and hence excepted from the 
civil service provisions applying 
to the rank-and-file employes. 

Exception of Officials. 

“Consideration should be given 
to excepting confidential secre- 
taries and administrative assist- 
ants to the policy-making officers 
of the city government, as deter- 
mined by the commission. Even 
the most generous definition of 
‘policymaking officer’ would leave 
95 per cent or more of the city 
employes under civil service and it 
cannot be seriously contended that 
the exercise of the exception pow- 
er suggested could be wielded to 
the detriment of rank-and-file em- 
ployes by any future commission.” 

Darst said consideration should 
be given to excepting the lawyers 
comprising the staff of the City 
Counselor “by express provision in 
the civil service section of the new 
charter.” 

A suggestion that the Civil Serv- 
fee Commission be required to 
work in close co-operation with 
the city’s fiscal authorities in the 
matter of fixing compensation of 
city employes also was made by 
the Mayor. 

To implement this, he suggested 
the Commission sit with members 
of the Board of Estimate and Ap-

The Senate bill would support 


‘prices of the basic crops under 


production controls after the first 
year at from 75 to 90 per cent of 
parity. The House measure sim-

'ent 90 per cent of parity supports. 


Follows Week of Debate. 
The Senate action came after 


‘more than a week of debate, dur- 


ing which both Democratic and 
Republican ranks split on the 


price support issue. It also saw 
a split between President Truman 
and his Senate leadership, with 
Democratic Leader Scott W. Lucas, 
of Illinois leading the fight for 
the 75 to 90 per cent of parity 
supports. The President report- 
edly opposes this proposal. 

Unless the Senate and House 
work out an agreement, the 1948- 
passed Aiken Law goes into effect 
Jan. 1. It provides even lower 
price supports than the Senate 
measure sponsored by Senator 
Anderson (Dem.), New Mexico, 
former Secretary of Agriculture, 

Senate debate closed with heated 
attacks and defense of te plan 
offered by Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Brannan. But the Brannan 
program was never offered for a 
vote although Senate Republican 
Leader Kenneth S. Wherry chal- 
lenged the Democrats to bring 
it up. 

Amendment Rejected. 

The last major test for the bill 
came on an amendment, rejected 
54-20, by Senator Williams (Rep.), 
Delaware. It would have knocked 
out the 90 per cent of parity sup- 
ports for basic farm crops the 
first year they are under produc- 
tion controls. 

The six so-called basic crops 
are: cotton, corn, wheat, tobacco, 
rice and peanuts. Parity is a level 
aimed at giving farmers the same

Police Halt Dismantling 
of Lead Swan, Are 
Unimpressed by Their 
Explanations.

Stanley Radulovich and Robert 
Biggs, artists, and Mrs. Charlotte 
Wharton, art collector, were busy 
collecting art yesterday when they 
were interrupted by police after 
they had removed a lead statue of 
a swan from a fountain at the 
eastern end of Vandeventer place. 
They spent the night in jail. 

Radulovich, who formerly owned 
Little Bohemia, waterfront saloon- 
salon, had used a wood chisel and 
hammer to detach the statue and 
was further dismantling the ob- 
ject when officers arrived. They 
had been summoned by Carl 
Southerland, watchman employed 
by the Federal Government to 
protect the property pending use 
of the site fora veterans’ hospital. 

Audience Unimpressed. 

Those arrested, who were booked 
suspected of attempted larceny of 
Government property, all spoke at 
length on the Government’s crass, 
unfeeling attitude toward rt. 
Their unimpressed audience in- 
cluded Sgt. Clarence Underwood 
and Patrolmen Henry Shelton and 
Vincent Beckman, the arresting 
officers, and Lt, Ola McCallister, 
all of the Lucas Avenue Police 
Station. 

“That swan,” Radulovich de- 
clared; “is a beautiful piece of 
art!” f 

“What will happen to it if we 
don’t act?” asked Mrs. Wharton. 
She answered her own question. 
“It probably will wind up in the 
river.” 

Mrs. Wharton’s husband Will 
Wharton, a poet, came to the po- 
lice station and tried to explain 
why the others should be released. 
“The people,” he said, “feel the 
Government doesn’t understand 
art. The people feel a duty to 
protect it from destruction.” 

The art collectors, however, dis- 
agreed about where the swan 
should go. Radulovich wanted to 
place it among his paintings and 
statuary at his studio, 325 Clark 
avenue. Mrs. Wharton felt it 
would look better among the large 
collection of art objects in the 
Wharton apartment, 3528A Frank- 
lin avenue. Biggs said he’d like it 
in his quarters, 3522A Franklin. 

Listed in Art Book. 

The statue is believed to be a 
replica of a late Victorian Eng- 
lish work, it was stated by Miss 
Mary Powell, education supervisor 
at City Art Museum, who lists the 
figure in her book “Public Art in 
St. Louis.” 

The swan, accempanied by a 
smaller figure of a boy, furnished 
the central composition of Van- 
deventer place’s decorative en- 
trance at Grand boulevard, fa- 
miliar to thousands of St. Louis- 
ans. The entrance was designed 
by the late Louis Christian Mull- 
gardt, brother of W. Oscar Mull- 
gardt, St. Louis architect. Police 
found the figure so heavy they did 
not haul it away as evidence. 

Wharton is the author of a book 
of verse, illustrated by Radulovich 
and concerned in part with art 
and public failure to appreciate 
it. He teceived a pointer on art 
collecting, however, from Et. Mc- 
Callister: 

“These people’s ideas. may be 
all right,” he said. “They wouldn't 
have cooked their goose if they 
had jyst asked the Government 
for that swan. Then probably 
they would have been paid for 
carting it away.”

Governor’s Statement of 


Missouri’s Opposition to 
Army Engineer Project 
Put in Record at 
Hearing.

NEWPORT, Ark., Oct. 12—The 
State of Missouri flatly opposed 
today the Army engineers’ propo- 
sal for construction of two flood- 
control and hydro-electric power 
dams on the Current river in the 
southeast Missouri Ozarks. 


A statement by Gov. Forrest 
Smith, fead into the record here 
at an Army Engineers’ public 
hearing on the plan, declared Mis- 
souri’s official position is that the 
state “cannot at this time, or un- 
der foreseeable conditions in the 
future, approve the construction 
of any reservoir or dam on the 
Current river.” 


Indicates Fight in Congress. 

The Governor asked that the 
proposed Current river dams be 
eliminated from consideration in 
any long-range plan of develop- 
ment for the White river basin, 
and indicated Missouri officials 
were ready to carry to Congress 
the fight to block final authoriza- 
tion for the projects. 


Missouri’s official opposition to 
the dams presents a serious, but 
not insurmountable obstacle to the 
plan. Although the state’s con- 
sent is not necessary, its position 
will have considerable influence 
on Congress, which has final au- 
thority in determining whctlher the 
dams will be built. 


A large group of Missourians, 
including many residents of the 
picturesque Current river valley, 
were on hand at the hearing to 
voice their opposition to the plan. 
They’ contend the dams will dis- 
rupt the agricultural economy of 
the area and destroy one of Mis- 
souri’s finest regions of natural 
resources and some of the na- 
tion’s largest and most beautiful 
springs. 

One of the proposed dams would 
be constructed in Ripley county, 
about two miles above Doniphan, 
creating an 18,900-acre pool ex- 


tending upstream to about Big | 


Spring State Park, near Van 
Buren. The second would be 
built at Blair creek in Shannon 
county, about 33 miles above Van 
Buren, and inundate 32,400 acres 
on the upper Current and Jacks 
Fork rivers.

The investigation was ordered 
after the Treasury reported that 
life insurance companies, under a 
special formula set up in the 1942 
revenue act, paid no taxes on ap- 
proximately $1,500,000,000 net the 
companies earned on their invest- 
ments in 1948. 

The 1942 formula, committee ex- 
perts explained, gives life insur- 
ance companies crédits or deduc- 
tions on certain portions of their 
net investment income in consider- 
ation of the comapnies’ future ob- 
ligations to policyholders. 

In. 1942, the Treasury estimated 
that 93 per cent of such income 
ff®m investments—in such things 
as real estate—should be exempt 
from the 38 per cent corporate in- 
come tax. This was the estimate 
of the percentage of such income 
necessary 'to meet future obliga- 
tions to policyholders. 

But under the formula written 
at that time, the exemption per- 
centage in the last two years has 
gone to 100 per cent—or even 
more. 

In some cases, tax experts said, 
the surplus of credits has been 
used to reduce the income taxe on 
other life insurance company 
sources of income.

PEORIA, Ill., Oct. 12—The $5000 
reward for information leading to 
the arrest and conviction of the 
killers of Bernie Shelton, Illinois 
gang leader, was renewed by his 
widow, Mrs. Genevieve Shelton, in 
an agreement with the Jefferson 
Trust and Savings Bank of Peoria 
yesterday. 

The reward, which was placed in 
escrow with the bank shortly 
jafter the killing of Shelton near 
his Parkway Tavern just outside 
of Peoria on July 26, 1948, lapsed 
after a year without any persons 
furnishing any information of 
value. The money has again been 
placed in escrow, this time for a 
period of six months instead of a 
year. 

Bernie Shelton was the second 
of the Shelton brothers to be 
killed. Carl Shelton was ambushed 
near Fairfield, Ill., on Oct. 23, 
1947. Earl (Big Earl) Shelton 
was shot and seriously wounded 
last May 24 at Fairfield but has 
recovered. The fourth and latest 
Shelton shooting was that of Earl 
(Little Earl) Shelton at Fairfield 
Sept. 9. “Little Earl”, who recov- 
ered, named Charles (Black Char- 
ley) Harris, ex-convict, as his as- 
sailant and a preliminary hearing 
for Harris on charges of assault 
with intent to commit murder is 
set for next Monday at Fairfield.

College Club Split in Two Groups 
After Voting to Bar Negroes 


Minority of Women’s 


Organization to Meet 


Oct. 22 to Form New Unit — Some 
May Belong to Both. 


The College Club of St. Louis, an 
organization of 385 women grad- 
uates of American colleges and 
universities, is splitting into two 
separate oragnizations as the re- 
sult of a controversy over admit- 
ing Negroes. This was disclosed 
yesterday after the membership, 
by a vote of 188 to 131, had re- 
fused to lift a bar on Negroes. 

The majority vote means that 
the College Club will cancel its 
affiliation with the American As- 
sociation of University Women, 
which has taken a stand against 
racial restriction. The minority 
plans to meet Oct. 22 to form a 
new club that will maintain af- 
filiation with the national organ- 
ization. 

All the College Club officers 
and members of the board of man- 
agers resigned to pave the way 
for a new election. 

Mrs. William H. Stead, presi- 
dent of the club, said she is op- 
posed to discrimination and will 
join the new organization. Mrs. 
Willis H. Reals, chairman of the 
program committee, likewise plans 
to enroll in the new club. “I know 
quite a few Negro women college 
graduates, and they would stack 
up very well with the whites,” she 
declared. ‘ 

Mrs. Kenneth R. Runde, treas- 
urer, said she thought she would 


be a member of both organiza- 
tions. “My dues to the College 
Club are paid up for 1949-50,” she 
said. “And I intend to join the 
new club, too. I understand that 
those who want to may do so, 
and I imagine quite a number will 
belong to both. You can have your 
cake and eat it teo in this in- 
stance.” 

The controversy goes back to 
1946, when the Washington (D.C.) 
branch of the A.A.U.W. refused 
to accept a Negro applicant. The 
national organization sought to 
force the branch to admit the 
woman, but a United States .Dis- 
triét Court decision upheld the 
autonomy of the branch. 

At its convention in Seattle last 
June, the A.A.U.W. amended its 
by-laws to make educational quali- 
fication the sole requirement for 
membership. The Washington 
branch announced it was seceding, 
and the St. Louis club decided ‘to 
take a mail vote on the question. 

The College Club of St. Louis 
was established as an independent 
organization shortly after 1900.’ It 
merged with the local chapter of 
the A.A.U.W. in 1921, and subse- 
quently purchased a clubhouse at 
5428 Delmar boulevard, where 12 
members live.

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HEARING ON SHIP 
‘INSURANCE BILL

Chairman Exasperated at 
Further Questioning by

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12 — The 
one-man investigation of Repre- 
sentative Alvin F. Weichel (Rep.), 
Ohio, into insurance practices of 
the old War Shipping Administra- 
tion, came to an abrupt halt yes- 
terday when an exasperated com- 
mittee chairman suddenly ad- 
journed a hearing. 

Weichel again took over the 
questioning at a House Merchant 
Marine Subcommittee hearing on 
a bill to give the Maritime Com- 
mission broader authority to han- 
die shipping insurance in case of 
a@war emergency. At “he first 
hearing on the bill last week he 
was virtually the only interroga- 
tor. 

He charged last week that pri- 
vate insurance firms made mil- 
lions of dollars during the war 
through badly-drawn war risk 
contracts which permitted them 
te profit to a greater extent than 
they should have. His charges 
were discussed in an article in the 
Post-Dispatch Sunday. 

Today Weichel questioned Gren- 
ville Mellen, acting chairman of 
the Maritime Commission, which 
has absorbed the War Shipping 
Administration, and B. K. Ogden, 
chief of the commission’s inaur- 
ance division. These were the 
same two witnesses he questioned 
last week. Neither was familiar 
with the subject of Weichel’s ques- 
tions and Weichel declined to call 
to the chair a witness who was 
present and who was reported 
able to answer. 

Efforts of the chairman of the 
full committee, Representative 
Schuyler Otis Bland (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, and the subcommittee chair- 
man, Representative Edward J. 
Hart (Dem.), New Jersey, to limit 
the questioning or even to find 
out how long Weichel proposed to 
continue, proved fruitless. 

“Under the committee rules,” 
said Hart, “the committee is com- 
pletely at the mercy of the present 
questioner.” 

Weichel received no _ support

The Governor in his statement 
said Missouri recognizes the value 
of upstream storage to provide 
flood protection downstream, and 
declared the state does not want 
to obstruct development of the 
White river basin, of which the 
Current river is a part. Citing 
the Wappapello, Clearwater, Nor- 
fork and Bull Shoals reservoirs in 
the basin, he said Missouri had 
not shirked its responsibility in 
providing flood control storage in 
the national interest. 

“Part of the flood protection 
which the reservoirs would afford 
could be provided locally down- 
stream,” the Governor said. “The 
value of such storage in produc- 
ing substantial benefits on the 
| Mississippi river has never been 
demonstrated satisfactorily to the 
state.” 

Questions Value of Power. 
| Gov. Smith also questioned the 
value of electrical power proposed 
to be generated at the Doniphan 
and Blair Creek reservoirs. The 
engineers’ plans call for produc- 
tion of an average of 270,000,000 
kilowatts a year at the two dams, 
the power to be tied in with exist- 
ing steein-generated power lines 
for use during peak-load periods. 
The Governor said it was doubt- 
ful the additicnal power would at- 
tract new industry into the area. 
The types of industry the region 
could support, he said, are more 
likely to be interested in sources 
of raw materials, availability of 
markets and transportation than 
in power costs. 
There are sufficient coal re- 
serves in Missouri, he reported, to 
supply all the necessary power in 
Missouri for years to come, The 
power resources of the Current 
river could be developed in the 
future, if needs increased and fuel 
reserves became critical, he added. 
The Governor said he had con- 
sulted all interested state agencies 
in this matter, and that they had 
indorsed his statement. Althuugh 
it is not customary for a Governor 
to comment on projects until thcy 
are submitted to him by the chief 
of engineers, Smith said he felt it 
was advisable in this case because 
the interests of the state are so 
vitally affected, the issues clear- 
cut and there was unanimity of 
official opinion in the state. 
“Although sufficient study of 
the Current river basin has not 
been made on which to base a 
complete pattern of resource de- 
velopment,” he _ said, “certain 
valuable resources are predomin- 
ently in evidence and certain defi- 
nite trends in proper development 
indicated. e 
“Until such time as national 
policy becomes comprehensive 
enough to include consideration 
of all these resources and indi- 
cated trends, the state cannot ap- 
prove any project by the Federal 
Government which may prevent 
proper resource development in 
the area.” 

Some Support Project. 

Some downstream Arkansas 
residents, and some residents of 
the Doniphan area who think the 
reservoirs would boom _ tourist 
trade, are here to support the en- 
gineers’ plan. 
Many Missourians throughout 
the state are opposing the projects 
because they would destroy the 
Current river valley as a favorite 
vacation area and region for flat- 
boat fishing trips. Under present 
plans, the two dams would cost 
about $40,000,000 each to construct. 
The Doniphan reservoir would 
inundate at flood stage the fam- 
ous Big Spring, the largest single 
spring in the country with @ max- 
imum daily flow of 840,000,000 gal- 
lons of water. The Blair Creek 
reservoir would destroy outright 
Round Spring on the upper Cur- 
rent and Alley Spring on the 
Jacks Fork.

' “The aggressor may have a 
wonderful propaganda machine for 
controlling his people’s opinions 
and for whipping up support for a 
war. If we proceed to wreak the 
destruction of mass bombing on 
his cities, he won't need propa- 
nda. We will have done the job 
or him. His people will be fused 
into a solid stubborn mass by the 
fires of their burning homes. Even 
as we would be. 
Immediate Results Needed. 

“Early air strikes must be di- 
rected at targets which will get 
desired and immeédiate results. 
The mass bombing of cities can 
only produce delayed, remote, and 
indirect effects on the course of 
the .war.”

Symington Speech. 

Whereupon Chairman Vinson 
read from a speech by Air Secre- 
tary W. Stuart Symington of St. 
Louis to the effect that a B-36 
could take off from North Amer- 
ica, drop atom bombs on distant 
targets and return nonstop to the 
home bases “all at the risk of 16 
lives.” 

Asked if he thought the Navy’s 
disclosures at the congressional in- 
quiry had harmed national secur- 
ity, Halsey said no, on the con- 
trary, the information revealed 
had “enhanced” national security. 


Halsey on Big Carrier. 

When it comes to making rec- 
ommendations to Congress, Hal-

Statement by King. 

Fleet Adm. King, who has been 
seriously ill at Bethesda Hospital, 
was unable to appear, but an aide 
read a statement in which King 
said: 
“Since the last war we have 
heard the Sequel, an idea that ‘the 
atomic bomb has changed every- 
thing.’. We already see that the 
hope of a monopoly was short- 
lived.

A likely possibility now is 
that there will be some kind of 
stalemate unless both sides expect 
to destroy each other. Or a situa- 
tion might develop similar to that 
in the last war when both sides 
were prepared to use toxic gases 
but none was willing to loose the 
inevitable terror and destruction. 
We might have, therefore, a war 
fought much like the last, that is, 
if we really expect to win it. It 
certainly appears to me that we 
have been over-emphasizing the 
atomic bomb and the bomber that 
was planned to deliver it.” 

Argument for Big Carrier. 
Capt. Arleigh Albert Burke, bet- 
er known as “30-knot Burke,” 
famous destroyer hero of the 
Pacific War, presented the Navy's 
argument for building of the 
carrier United States.

television—at least at this stage 
of the game. i 

Radio Corporation of America 
last night formally invited the 
court to witness a demonstration 
of its color system at a downtown 
hotel. None of the justices showed 


other top government officials 
were present. 

The absence of the supreme 
court members hay have been due 
to a possibility that the entire 
color questién may become a legal 
issue for their decision.

Commissioner Frieda Hennock 
asked Dr. Goldmark if he was ad- 
vocating that R.CA. “drop its 
system now.” 

“Yes, I do,” Golamark said.

25 KILLED, 100 HURT

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Length of Session In- 
definite — Gasoline 
Tax Rise Referendum 
Poses Problem.

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 12 — 
Because of failure of leaders in 
the Legislature to map out a 
definite program, and in the ab- 
sence of executive leadership by 
Gov. Forrest Smith, much uncer- 
tainty exists as to the length of 
the adjourned session which be- 
gan yesterday. 

The Senate recessed today until 
Oct. 31, when it will return to 
take up statute revision bills which 
will be passed by the House in 
the next few days., 

Although Speaker Roy Hamlin 
of the House, in his usual off- 
hand and airy manner, talked of 
completion of the session within 
three weeks, Senator Emery W. 
Allison of Rolla, president pro 
tem of the Senate, and Senator 
Edward V. ‘Long of Bowling 
Green, majority floor leader, 
frankly said they could offer no 
predictions as to the legislation 
to be taken up or as to the time 
that would be consumed. 

The Senate leaders conferred 
with Gov. Smith late yesterday 
afternoon at his suggestion, but 
the conference ended without 
definite plans being discussed. 

Allison and Long told the Gov- 
ernor that they had no intention 


of attempting to dictate to the J 


Legislature. They expressed the 
hope that legislation could be con- 
fined to the passage of the statute 
revision bills and some necessary 
appropriation measures; but they 
realized, they told him, that there 
were many bills left over from the 
regular session, which members 
might want to take up. If the 
demand for consideration of other 
bills developed, they indicated, 
they would not attempt to sup- 
press the legislation. 
Gaso Rise tion. 


The Governor agreed that it 
would be desirable to hold the 
work rather narrowly to the re- 
vision and appropriation bills, 
but he said that he was interested 
in passage of a bill calling for 
submission of the bill increasing 
the gasoline tax from -2 cents a 
gallon to 4 cents at a special elec- 
tion rather than at the general 
election in November 1950. 

Referendum petitions for sub- 
mission of the act at the general 
election were filed with the Secre- 
tary of State yesterday. The Mis- 
sourt Farmers Association filed a 
protest against the acceptance of 
the petitions, citing several tech- 
nical grounds, and plans to insti- 
tute legal proceedings in an ef- 
fort to stop the referendum. 

The Governor, who opposes the 
referendum, told Allison and Long 
that in view of the expected court 
Pp there was no legisla- 
tive action which could be taken 
until the Supreme Court decided 
whether the bill was referrable 
under the law. 

Although Secretary of State 
Walter H. Toberman has not indi- 
cated whether he will accept the 
petitions, it is being assumed here 
that he will as they contain many 
times the number of signatures 
required. The course open to the 
M.F.A, then would be to institute 
an injunction suit in the Cole 
County Circuit Court in an effort 
to prevent him from certifying the 
matter for a vote. If Toberman 
should refuse to accept them the 
oil and bus and truck interests 
and the Automobile Club of Mis- 
souri could go directly into the 
Supreme Court with a mandamus 
action. 

If it develops that the injunc- 
tion proceeding will be the only 
one open, a final court decision 
could not be expected for at least 
two months. Then, if the court 
should hold the act referrable, it 
would be necessary for the Gover- 
nor to obtain e of a leg- 
islative act for its submission at 
a special election. 

Thus, it would appear probable 
that the Legislature would be in 
session at least until well into 
December. 

The Legislature could occupy its 
time with consideration of hold- 
over legislation, with legislation 
authorizing continuance of the St. 
Louis city earnings tax and with 
other matters, or it could recess 
from time to time waiting for the 
court decision. 

On convening yesterday after- 
noon, the House immediately be- 
gan passing revision bills, dispos- 
ing of 59 of the 148 House revision 
bills in a matter of two hours. It 
can complete passage of the House 
bills today and then take up pas- 
sage of Senate revision bills. 

The Senate passed one holdover 
bill of minor importance yester- 
day afternoon, but Senators indi- 
cated no intention of taking up 
other legislation, no Senator of- 
fering to call up any bill when the 
Senate calendar of holdover bills 
was called.

So convinced are the French that they are reluctant to go ahead 
with plans for European union. Congress, of course, will be exceed- 
ingly loath to vote more funds for the Marshall Plan unless Europe 


makes more progress than it has 
There are three principal causes 
ef the French suspicion: 
First, the Americans, British 
and Canadians got together here 


on Britain’s economic problems 
last month and made a separate 
agreement for dealing with them 
without consulting or even in- 
forming the French in advance. 

Second, the British also an- 
nounced the devaluation of the 
pound sterling without letting 
the French know about it ahead 
of time, whereas Washington is 
constantly calling on all Europe 
to act together. 

Third, the contents of a secret 
State Department policy paper 
have leaked out here in such a 
way as to Convince Paris more 
firmly that the United States is 
definitely planning to leave 
France 4 the lurch. 

This “leak” has caused consider- 
able bitterness in Paris. The 
United States has done everything 
it could do to reassure the French, 
but there is apparently stil] much 
suspicion and some rancor at the 
Quai d’Orsay. 

Drafted by Kennan. 

The secret paper involved is a 
memorandum drafted by George 
F. Kennan, counselor of the de- 
partment and director of its long- 
range policy planning staff. 

According to the leaked version, 
this memorandum proposes that 
the United States and the British 
‘commonwealth join forces in an 
exclusive partnership and leave 
France and all western Europe to 
shift for themselves. 

This version is grossly mislead- 
ing, according to a source who 
should know what he igs talking 
about if anybody does. 

In the first place, it is under- 
stood the Kennan memorandum 
does not constitute a statement of 
American policy, it has not been 
cleared in the State Department 
or indorsed by Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson. Still less has it 
been approved by President Tru- 
man. The memorandum is rather 
a study of various long-term 
trends and possibilities, put for- 
ward primarily as a basis for dis- 
cussion. 

Memo Oversimplified. 

In the second place, it is be- 
lieved the leaked version has s0 
oversimplified the memorandum 
and so foreshortened the time per- 
spectives on which it is based as 
to distort its meaning. 

The thinking on which the Ken- 
nan memorandum is based is said 
to run along the following lines: 

Ultimately, the whole main body 
of continental Europe must be 
united—politically, militarily and 
economically. This applies to the 

area from the Channel eastward 
to, but not including, Russia. Scan- 
dinavia and Portugal might or 
might not belong. 

Such a union is necessary for at 
least three main reasons—to ena- 
ble Europe to survive, to make it 
an effective counterpoise to the 
Soviet Union and to create a 
framework within. which Ger- 
many can safely be restored to a 
full part in European society. 

This kind of United States of 
Europe can be created, if at all, 


made thus far toward uNification. 


only after. far-reaching changes 
have occlrred on the Continent. 
Above all, it can be created only 
if and when the nations of East- 
ern Europe became truly inde- 
pendent and self-governing. 

This requires, in turn, that the 
satellites develop the capacity for 
independence and self-government 
and that the Soviets: relax their 
grip on those countries, either out 
of weakness or: out of a conviction 
that that is the wise thing to do. 

Can’t Happen Soon. 

Nobody in the State Department 
—least of all Kennan—thinks that 
these things can happen soon, if 
ever. 

The kind of a continental Euro- 
pean union envisaged probably 
can’t be constituted for at least 
10 years and maybe several times 
that long. 

Meanwhile only a western Euro- 
pean union is possible. This “half- 
union” is so weak that it requires 
and should have the complete 
military, political and economic 
support of the United States and 
the British commonwealth. 

In providing this support, how- 
ever, the English-speaking . world 
should not become permanently 
and inextricably entangled in con- 
tinental Europe, in this view, for, 
in the long run, Britain should 
not be a full member of a union 
of the whole Continent, and still 
less should the United States and 
the British dominions be full mem- 
bers. 

Full membership in a _ conti- 
nental union would commit Britain 
to responsibilities it couldn’t dis- 
charge without help from _ the 
United States and the common- 
wealth, and America and the do- 
minions don’t want to be involved, 
even indirectly, in such commit- 
ments. 

Britain, moreover, can’t be a full 
partner in both the Continent and 
the commonwealth at the same 
time, and the Kennan Memoran- 
dum argues that the common- 
wealth is the more important of 
the two groupings from the Amer- 
ican point of view. 

Britain’s economic problems are 
so much like the Continent’s, fur- 
thermore, that both side’s difficul- 
ties would only be increased—not 
alleviated — if the two should 
merge. 

Economically, 
spects, Britain needs to draw clos- 
er to the United States, not to 
continental Europe, in this view. 

Britain and Germany, moreover, 
should not belong to the same 
political and economic union, the 
Kennan memorandum argues. 
There wouldn’t be room for them 
both, and they would become in- 
volved in a struggle for leadership. 

If and when a union of all con- 
tinental Europe can be _ estab- 
lished, accordingly, America and 
the British commonwealth should 
form some sort of a “fraternal as- 
sociation” of their own, possibly 
joined by Scandinavia and Portu- 

al. 

. This “fraternal association,” 
would, however, probably be 
joined to the continental United 
States of Europe by an alliance 
like the North Atlantic Security 
Pact.

Hopeful Signs 

The steel shutdown is in its second week. 

The coal strike is in its fourth week. 

The Missouri Pacific stoppage is in its fifth 
week. 

Such is the time status of the three most-im- 
portant labor-management controversies now 
current in the country. It is a record which 
is distressing not only to the parties to the dis- 
putes, but to the public. 

The prospects for adjustments, however, ap- 
pear better than they have at any time since 
each deadlock set in. 

The hopeful sign in the steel and the coal 
situations is the announcement by Cyrus Ching, 
director of the United States Conciliation Serv- 
ice, that his valuable agency will meet this 
week with both sides to the disputes. 

This is still a hopeful sign in steel notwith- 
standing the fact that CIO President Phillip 
Murray has now served notice that the steel 
strikers will stay out until they have won their 
goal of company-paid pensions. 

The United States Conciliation Service has 
been up against tough labor problems before and 
over the years it has compiled a record of which 
it may be proud. It has not brought about set- 
tlement every time as soon as the public in- 
terest required, yet it has invariably contributed 
to settlement. | 

Its conciliators can stay in the conferences as 
long as either side. They are patient and will- 
ing and understanding. Their mission is to re- 
duce the differences and to emphasize com- 
mon interests. Long experience equips them 
for the steel and coal disputes. 

One of the factors which the steel conferees 
and their conciliators undoubtedly will weigh 


‘is the report of the National Industrial Confer- 


ence Board that 58 per cent of 255 recently- 
adopted pension pl4ns are on a joint contribu- 
tory basis. They wilf note also in all probabil- 
ity that in “self-administered trusted plans,” a 
majority of 52 per cent are on a non-contribu- 
tory basis. 

Still other factors to be considered include 
the practice of steel company executives in set- 
ting up pension plans for themselves, many of 
which are on a non-contributory basis. Another 
factor is the acceptance by the stee] union of 
the report of the President’s fact-finding board 
against a wage increase. Thus, if the union 
leaders joined in a contributory pension plan, 
the workers’ take-home pay would be less than 
it is now. 

The hopeful sign in the Missouri Pacific dead- 
lock is the adjustment of some 70 of the 282 
disputed wage and work claims. This leaves 
many still to settle, but at least headway is 
being made. Moreover, agreement on these may 
well point to agreement on many others. Often 
the differences in these claims are differences 
of degree so that settlement of one opens the 
way to settlement of another. 

Another good sign is the designation of two 
railroad men, Paul Neff and Theodore Short, 
to be negotiators. for the railroad’s side of the 
table. The trustee of the line, under Federal 
Court appointment, Guy A. Thompson, is a law- 
yer. Though he doubtless has learned much 


‘about railroading as trustee, it is a lot to expect 


the brotherhoods to negotiate with a non-rail- 
road man as they would with men who have 
grown up with railroading, as have Mr. Neff 
and Mr. Short. 

The steel, coal and railroad controversies are 
not settled but they are looking better. For the 
best interests of all concerned—and this includes 
the public—may the negotiators and conciliators 
be successful and soon! 
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To a Grand Lady 


Eleanor Roosevelt has come up even with her 
sixty-fifth milestone and gone right on down the 
road of her busy, useful, inspiriting life.

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An “All-German” State 


In creating their new East German state, the 
Russians have established a rival to the West 
German Government but not an imitation of it. 
Soviet authorities have the avowed and ambi- 
tious purpose of creating an “all-German state,” 
to claim homage from the Neisse to the Rhine. 

To give physical form to this pretense, the 
eastern Volkskongress of 1500 members includes 
500 from the western zones. They “represent” 
areas occupied by the Americans, British and 
French. However, no direct elections were in- 


volved in picking these delegates, and they con- © 


stitute an echo chamber for policies determined 
through the aged Communist president, Wilhelm 
Pieck, and Premier Grotewohl, a “reformed” 
Social Democrat. This is as far as representa- 
tion goes, and it is not very far. 

Under these circumstances there is no po- 
litical basis far an all-German state, nor much 
likelihood of political connection between the 
occupied zones. Where contacts are most likely 
to arise is in the realm of economics. The po- 
litical, separation of Germany has never com- 
pletely divided the production in the west from 
its logical markets in the east, and recently the 
divided zones signed an agreement to barter 
Ruhr manufactures for eastern timber and food. 

The compulsion for-such trade is about as 
strong on one side as it is on the other. The 
West has to sell its production. The East needs 
to open its market, for the lower standard of 
living in the Russian-occupied areas is hardly 
suitable for converting people to Communism. 
Trade is more likely to provide some continuity 
to German existence than any appeal from the 
new puppetry under Pieck. 
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Gen. Vaughan Takes Another Bow 

As he sees it, Maj. Gen. Harry Vaughan is 
playing to a pretty small house. He must only 
please Mrs. Vaughan and President Truman, he 
told #@veterans’ gathering in Washington. There- 
fore he need not worry, he said, because he is 
“considered in many circles to be unethical.” — 

Well, maybe the General is right, even if so 
few people see his role as he sees it. Maybe he 
is not really in public life. But he certainly is 
leading his private life in public view. His re- 
cent appearance before the Senate's investigat- 
ing committee should have convinced him that 
his audience is less limited than he believes. 
And all those press notices! — 

But for any audience, large or small, he ought 
to watch his lines. He can’t expect a medal 


every time he funitbles them. Considering the 
American preference for ethical characters, he 
did not have to go on'to promise that he would 
continue to'be unethical, or did he? 

Are such remarks the essence of his part? 
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Spat With the President 


Signs are that the White House is involved in 
the family spat over farm aid which is splitting 
the Administration forces in Congress. Only 
cryptic statements were forthcoming after Dem- 
ocratic leaders met with President Truman. 

“The President asked them to get together on 
a bill he can sign,” said White House Secretary 
Ross. “You may make what implications you 
please.” . 

Senator Lucas, the Democratic leader, was 
just as sharp. “No comment,” he snapped. “Let 
the President tajk if he wants to.” 

There is reason, however, for believing that 
Representative White of California was correct 
when he said that the President wants support 
payments for basic crops at 90 per cent of parity 
Vice President Barkley probably reflected White 
House sentiment when he broke a recent tie 
vote in favor of the 90 per cent formula. 

The Senate, however, reversed that position 
at the behest of Senator Lucas. He ‘s for the 
compromise offered by Senator Anderson of 
New Mexico, formerly Secretary of Agriculture. 
This calls for payments on a sliding scale from 
75 to 90 per eent. It was offered when the farm 
lobby sharpened its knives for the Aiken law 
which would cut some payments as low as 60 
per cent—also on a sliding scale. 

It may be that enough Congressmen are deter- 
mined that the Aiken law shall not go into effect 
as scheduled on Jan. 1, 1950. If such is the fact, 
the President would do well to go along with 
men like Senator Lucas and Senator Anderson. 
While giving a little ground to the farm bloc, 
they are determined to save some of the bene- 
fits of the Aiken measure. 

The former Secretary of Agriculture must 
realize that 90 per cent payments may have 
made sense in time of war when it was neces- 
sary to push productivity to the highest possible 
levels. Now, however, they only mean piling up 
unmarketable surpluses at a double cost to the 
American people in taxes and high food prices. 

No doubt, the President has the farm vote in 
mind when he asks for 90 per cent payments. 
His Senate leader. however, takes a broader 
view when he holds out for at least a compro- 
mise scale. The fact that Mr. Lucas has won 
considerable Republican support for the Ander- 
son plan helps to take the issue out of partisan 
politics. Mr. Truman might do worse than to 
give a little thought to the grocery-buying votes 
alienated by the 90 per cent parity program. 
There are more grocery buyers than farmers. 
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British Political Prospects 

It is broadly hinted by Aneurin Bevan, British 
Minister of Health, that the Labor Government 
will go to the country this fall to ask a popular 
vote of confidence in devaluation and other poli- 
cies. Before the bombshell of devaluation was 
exploded, it was generally felt that no elec- 
tion would be held until next spring. But it 
may.be that Mr. Attlee feels that it is better to 
take the gamble soon, on the ground that de- 
valuation may not work out as well as expected. 

Despite the abject failure of the polls to pre- 
dict the result of our last presidential election, 
the British politicians are still influenced by 
Gallup techniques. These indicate that Britain 
is about equally divided. between Labor and Con- 
servative sentiment. However, so able a foreign 
correspondent as William H. Stoneman says: 

The Conservatives will go into the elec- 
tion with a purely negative platform and 
with nothing of any real interest to offer 
the mass of the electorate. ... You could go 
from Land’s End to John o’ Groats waving 

a sheaf of five-pound notes without finding 

anybody who would bet 1 to 10 on the 

Conservatives. 

Some observers, less confident of another 
Labor party landslide, think the Liberal party 
may have the key to the next election. In the 
past few years, Liberals have been more sympa- 
thetic to Labor than to the Tories, but in the 
vote on devaluation in the House of Commons, 
the Liberal members tearhed with the Conserva- 
tives, first to censure the Government, then to 
abstain from the vote of confidence in it. If 
strong tickets are put up by the Liberals in the 
forthcoming election, they could _win enough 
seats to require a coalition government. 

If Mr, Stoneman’s hunch is sound, these fears 
need not haunt the Labor party. Analogies can 
be pushed too far, but the British Conservatives 
are in much the same position as American Re- 
publicans. They are obliged to run in elections 
on a “Me, too” and “We could do it better” basis 
and such an imitative platform does not seem to 


appeal to voters. 
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That Television Specter 

Radio executives have begun to give away 
free advice in addition to jackpots. Most of this 
advice concerns what to do about television, 
which James D. Shouse now fears may kill off 
radio in five years. Radio’s only salvation, he 
says, would be to increase the power of big ra- 
dio stations—even at the expense of small ones. 

Mr. Shouse, it must be noted, represents a 
very big station and not a small one. He also 
directs several television stations connected with 
WLW, Cincinnati. No matter what kills which, 
Mr. Shouse is not going to lose his shirt in the 
process, and obviously a power increase would 
be fine for his particular radio station. 

Some day the Federal Communications Com- 
mission may well increase the power of a few 
stations. Much of the country is outside the 
primary or best listening range of radio, and a 
judicious expansion of radio power might serve 
the rural audience. But the 50,000-watt limita- 
tion was largely intended to protect small sta- 
tions. The FCC is unlikely to abrogate its rule 
simply to restrict competition. 

Mr. Shouse might be less positive whether 
television, booming though it is, is going to kill 

‘ anything. It is true that radio is in a kind of 
doldrums, and in many instances has dropped its 
guard to poor programs and advertising. But 
many critics think this is largely due to the 
repetition of obsolete, unimaginative program- 
ming. When the same serials, the same come- 
dians and the same jokes are on the air year 
after year, patience and audiences evaporate. 

But radio retains one immense advantage over 
television, and that is a flexible audience. It is 
possible to listen to radio, do housework, file 
papers or repair plumbing at the same time. It 
is most difficult to view television and do any- 
thing else, and few persons are going to spend 
all day and night viewing television. 

Television is a powerful medium, of course, 
but radio need not seek special government pro- 
tection against it. If radio will stop shudder- 
ing and revive the pioneer drive of its youth— 
which was only a few years ago—it should be 
able to hold onto an audience.

Coal-Good Pay But Dubious Future 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


The UMW has often struck and scored gains but victory will be 
be hollow unless coal price softens up, magazine says; industry that 
produced 95 per cent of all fuel in 1900 now supplies 44 per cent; 
while oil and gas conversions increase, so does idleness of miners.

John L. Lewis is chalking up a major- 
industry record of 17 strikes, almost two a 
year since 1940. No other labor leader is 
able to match that industry-wide record. 

Out of those strikes, Mr. Lewis claims 
these gains: Miners’ wage rates have been 
lifted from 88 cents in 1940 to $1.95 an hour. 
In 1940, the miners were paid only for 
time worked. Now, miners are paid for 
time spent traveling to and from their jobs 
in the mines. 

Take-home pay'is up, too. Earlier this 
year, the miners were averaging $73 a 
week. In 1940, their average was $24.71. 
Boom times have helped, because miners in 
recent years have 
been working more 
hours than they did 
before the war. 

A welfare fund is 
another big = gain. 
They are now prom- 
ised $100 a month on 
retirement, and are 
entitled to health 
and hospital benefits. 
But it costs money 
to operate this fund, 
and payments “have 
been suspended un- 
til income catches up 
with outgo, The fund teen 1 Lawn 
was financed’ at the 
start by a royalty of 5 cents a ton on coal, 
but royalties are up to 20 cents now and 
probably are going higher. Mr. Lewis is 
asking a boost to 30 cents. 

Paid vacations also are counted among 
miners’ gains of recent years. These add 
up to $100 a year. 


Other Side to the Story 


There is another side to the story of coal, 
though. This side concerns the future of 
the industry and of individual miners. 


Price of coal at the mine is double the 
price of 1942. Other fuels, as a result, have 
been gaining steadily for many years. In 
1900 coal made up 94.9 per cent of all min- 
eral fuels. Now it has only 44.3 per cent 
of the market. 

Costs that keep climbing are forcing 
mine owners to look around for ways to 
save money. In their hunt for ways to 
save costs, operators have had to step up 
efficiency. This they have done by assign- 
ing to machines much of the work that 
men used to do. Efficiency, as a result, 
has increased 20 per cent in the soft-coal 
fields since 1940. Mr. Lewis has encour- 
aged this trend to mechanization—in fact, 
takes much of the credit for it. He con- 
tends that constant pressure for higher 
wages and benefits has forced the mines to 


mechanize as an offset to higher labor: 


costs. 

Miners themselves are now having to re- 
vise their planning for the future. A year 
ago they were working steadily, taking 
home big pay checks and looking forward 
to a secure life on retirement, This year, 
they have been out on strike three times, 
and, since July, have been working only 
part time when not on strike. 


Employment Is Falling 


All this idleness threatens to reduce the 
average miner’s earnings to around $2800 
for 1949, as against $3568 in 1948. On top 
of this loss of income, miners no longer are 
sure of getting their pension checks regu- 
larly after they retire. 

Jobs in the mines, too, have been declin- 


ing for several years. Total employment is 
down to around 465,000, whereas it totaled 


784,621 in 1920.

Heavy industries and some utilities, too, 
are shifting from coal to oil, gas or water 
power. Artificial gas made from coal is 
losing out to natural gas in many indus- 
trial areas of the East. 


Homeowners, in increasing number, also 
are making the switch from coal to oil or 
gas furnaces. Dealers who have started 
selling oil burners after being in the coal- 
stoker business for years report that oil 
burners are outstlling stokers by a wide 
margin e¥en in areas where it is cheaper to 
buy coal. 

Uncertainties over strikes and continuing 
price increases are prompting more and 
more households to switch. Oil-burner 
dealers say John L. Lewis is the best sales- 
man they have. 


Finally, the Na-Day: Week 


Coal, however, still stands high as a fuel 
for big industry. There is no substitute for 
coke in the steel mills. Utilities, despite 
some shifting to other fuels, used 18 per 
cent of the coal consumed in this country 
last year. There is no known limit to the 
amount of coal available, and the Govern- 
ment is counting on this vast supply to pro- 
vide synthetic oils if present sources of 


natural oil run dry. 


The big unanswered problem of the in- 
dustry is to find a market at present prices 
for the enormous amounts of coal that it is 
able to dig in a year. Demand is slipping 
far below the level of recent boom days. 

Miners, on a three-day week, found they 
could turn out almost enough coal to meet 
current demands. The shorter week made 
very little impression on stockpiles. Mr. 
Lewis then found he had to put the men on 
a “no-day” week. That was a sure way to 
create a shortage that would bring pres- 
sure for a settlement of his dispute with 
the operators. 


For the miners,,an accounting of their 
gains over the years shows that these gains 
are real only so long as the men are work- 
ing full time. The miner who works three 
days a week often is little better off than 
he was when he worked a full week at a 
lower pay scale. His welfare benefits, too, 
are not too sure when the fund is not 
stable enough to keep them coming at an 
even flow. 

Some miners, taking stock of life under 
Mr. Lewis over the years, are beginning to 
grumble over the way the fund is being 
operated. The vast majority, however, are 
found to be as loyal to him as ever. The 
welfare fund now is described as their one 
big interest. It means more to them than a 
raise in pay. 


Back to Federal Control? 


The average miner is 55 years old and is 
looking toward a pension in a few years. 
He will fight for the $100-a-month security 
that has been promised to him, even if his 
striking reduces his chances of getting that 
security by cutting the income of the fund. 

The troubles of the industry are proving 
to be real, practical troubles for which 
there is no cure in sight. These troubles 
are bringing pressure in Congress for a re- 
turn to something like the Guffey Coal Act, 
a plan for controlling production that died 
in 1943. The mine owners don’t want to go 
back to Government controls and Mr. 
Lewis probably would prefer to continue to 
do his own “stabilizing” if he could be sure 
that would bring a solution. But both sides 
agree that, unless some way can be found 
to keep supply and demand more closely in 
balance and coal prices on a more even 
keel, the industry’s troubles will get worse.

A Strong Combat Novel 
MASK OF GLORY, by Dan Levin. (Whittlesey House, 

278 pqs., $3.) 

As World War II is washed into history, 
more and more combat fiction selected for 
publication is durable stuff — standing on 
its merit as literature, as well as faithful- 
ness in its reportage of the bloodiest pastime 
yet conceived by man. Only a few of the 
war novels that appeared before Norman 
Mailer’s dynamic “The Naked and the 
Dead” (1948) are still remembered. 

Now, with fewer combat novels hitting 
print, the quality zooms. And certainly 
Dan Levin, a Cleveland social worker, has 
written one of the best postwar combat 
novels in “Mask of Glory.” 

The protagonist of this intensely moving 
book is Glenn Manson (born Minkiewicz), 
also from Cleveland. His war was prose- 
cuted in the Marines and the Pacific, on 
those battered bits of coral where, after the 
military decisions were made, there waited 
“the tremendous blackened man-flowers, 
crushed and shredded and ghastly, with 
arms curled or weirdly uplifted like petals.” 
Glenn eventually, in- 
evitably — becomes 
one of the man-flow- 
ers. 

Levin, a writer of 
considerable ability, 
uses an interesting 
technique to tell the 
story that parallels 
those of 250,000 Amer- 
icans who ended in 
“youth found under 
the flame-tree ... 
hung with the beauti- 
ful red - and - flaxen 
hair streaming 
down.” Glenn is a 
malcontent, snatched 
from the insoluble mess of his impover- 
ished youth and the metallic city of his 
birth, and flung carelessly into war. Even 
as he heads for training camp, he dreams 
a fantastic dream of a better life—a dream 
of faraway, strange places, populated by 
such people as The Island Girl—‘“strange, 
strong, mysterious, her eyes seeking.” Hav- 
ing phrased this dream, Levin makes most 
of it come true for Glenn Manson. 

Like all the accurate stories of combat, 
“Mask of Glory” has moments of intense 
terror. As when Carrington kills big Ber- 
kowitz, his best friend, by accident, out of 
sheer fright. 

But Levin—unlike Mailer when he wrote 
“The Naked and the Dead”—is concerned 
with the reasons of dying, as well as the 
dying. He not only fully inscribes the fig- 
ures of his characters, but digs into their 
thinking, their doubts, their backgrounds. 
He has the hillbilly Pappy scratching his 
head and saying: “I'd feel better if I could 
make sense outen it.” And Lewicki, the 
hardened sergeant, wondering that .“three 
out of four guys in this platoon remember 
their Visitor and her little butcher book” 
—meaning the social worker. And none of 
these excursions into the souls of the quick 
and the dead are phony in Levin’s prose. 

Some of his characters are mighty famili- 
ar people, too, to anyone who has read oth- 
er combat novels—though that makes them 
no less faithful to the truth. Like Ski, who 
had talked so dreamily of his girl, who gets 
that calloused “Dear John” letter, and 
shortly thereafter, dies: “The sea was on 
the left. His hand, freed of the rifle, was 
flung carelessly toward the dark sea. The 
letter peered like a ghostly scarab out of 
his dungaree coat pocket.” 

“Mask of Glory” is the articulate story: 
of many who quit school, went on WPA, 
and “watched everything go to hell.” It's 
an intensively serious book, written with 
skill, spirit and insight.

moved into a prominent part in 
the hearing on Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co.’s proposed $5,000,000 | 
second-round Missouri rate in-| 
crease, 

They were accentuated before | 
the Missouri Public Service Com- | 
mission yesterday by a showing 
in cross-examination of an expert | 
witness for the company that he| 
recently had recommended an ap- | 
preciably lower return, or profit, | 
for New York Bell Telephone Co. | 
than he has advocated as proper | 
for Southwestern Bell in Missouri. | 
The Missouri increase could be 
cut to about $2,900,000, if the rate | 
of profit recommended for New 
York were to prevail in Missouri. 

Questions by Morris E. Osburn, 
chairman, and other members of | 
the commission emphasized the 
importance of these matters. St. 
Louis and Kansas City have urged | 
the commission to change its pol- 
icy on treatment of depreciation | 
and to reduce the allowable level 
of profit. The .cities want the 
company’s big depreciation reserve 
deducted entirely from the value 
of company property in fixing a | 
rate-making base. 

Testimony of Expert. 

Commission policy now, under 
its order 38A, is to set up a par- 
tial offset against the depreciation 
reserve and then to treat 6.5 per | 
cent as a fair rate of profit on | 
investment. 

Herbert B. Dorau, New York | 
economist, the company expert, | 
under cross-examination by Je- | 
rome M. Joffee, counsel for Kan- | 
sas City, said that he testified in | 
a New York hearing last July 5 
for a profit of 6.9 per cent in that | 
state on a net rate base—that is, | 
with the depreciation reserve fully | 
deducted, 

His stand here has been for a 
6.5 per cenf return for Southwest- | 
ern Bell in Missouri on a gross | 
base as modified by the order 38A | 
offset. Dorau said he had not cal- | 
culated the equivalent result if a | 
net base were used in Missouri. | 
Joffee informed him the figure 
wo be 7.9 per cent. Dorau and | 
the commissioners accepted that | 
as accurate in the ensuing discus- | 
sion. 

The difference of 1 per cent | 
between the rate urged by Dorau 
in New York and the Missouri 
proposal is equivalent to a dif- | 
ference in Southwestern Bell's | 
Missouri profit of more than $1,- 
200,000, After allowance for income 
taxes and other lesser charges, | 
the figure would translate into a 
reduction of gross revenue needs 
by $2,100,000 or more. | 

Dorau hastened to offer a volu- | 
ble justification of the difference | 
in profits held to be desirable in | 
New York and Missouri. He sought | 
to show that a mere mathemati- 
cal transposition to make possible | 
a@ comparison on a common basis 
Was not enough, He referred to 
the difference in base theories and | 
the difference in state jurisdic- | 
tions as factors in the difference | 
between profit rates, but pitched | 
his explanation mainly on the idea 
that investors tended to regard | 
New York Bell as safer or more | 
desirable than Southwestern Bell. | 

Stock Ownership. 

He was reminded by L. A. War- 
den, city counselor of Brenton, | 
that the stock of both New York | 
Bell and Southwestern Bell, con- 
stituting the risk capital of those 
companies, is owned entirely by | 
American Telephone & Telegraph | 
Co., not by separate private in- | 
vestors. Joffee pointed out that | 
the dividend-paying record of New | 
York Bell was not so favorable as | 
Southwestern Bell's, but Dorau | 
argued that in some circumstances | 
a stock with a $6 dividend might | 
be more attractive to investors 
than one with an $8 dividend. 

Interrupting after the discussion | 
had gone on for a while, Chair- 
man Osburn said to Dorau dry- | 
ly: “I don’t yet understand why | 
Southwestern Bell, in your judg- | 
ment, should have a 7.9 per cent | 
return on a net base while New | 
York Bell should get 6.9 per cent.” | 

“New York,” said Dorau, “is 
more favorably situated on many 
grounds from the standpoint of 
investor appeal.” | 

Osburn commented that both 
New York Bell and Southwestern 
get money from A. T. & T., which 
provides cash advances as well as 
taking their stock. | 

Refers to Money Rates. : 

“Over the years,” Dorau com- 
mented, “the effective money rates 
in the southwest have been more 
than in New York. Money earns 
more in the southwest.” 

“Then the final result, in your 
judgment,” Osburn inquired, “is 
that Southwestern Bell should pay 
its parent bigger dividends than 
New York Bell?” 

“It might, or might not,” said

Hundreds of books have been 
written about the training of bird 
dogs, but the only trait the owner 
can instill in the dog is obedience. 
A dog does or does not have a 
good nose and all the trainers in 
kingdom come cannot make a 
Seaview Rex or an Equity out of 
a dog not endowed at birth with 
a keen sense of smell. 


A man or his dog is the boss— 
one or the other—and this applies 
to timid animals just as it does 
to those hard-headed, unheeding 
ones that go their merry way, re- 
gardiess of how loud and often 
the master may yell at them for 
wrong-doings. The timid dog will 
often use his timidity in such a 
way that he is permitted mis- 
behave because the owner even 
fears to scold him, thinking the 
dog will never be a good field 
dog, because of his cowed, shrink- 
ing attitude that belies the dog’s 
actual feelings about not having 
obeyed a command. 


It is of prime importance and 
cannot be overstressed that the 
place to teach a dog obedience is 
in your own back yard and not 
on the hunting field. Obedience 
is the primary foundation of a!l 
good performing dogs and, a dog 
that has not been taught to obey 
the primary commands, essential 
to a good working dog, will ordi- 
narily be a bitter disappointment 
in the field. Yard breaking is of 
vital importance and a good hunt- 
ing dog need not know more than 
five commands. If he understands 
these and obeys them willingly, 
that is all any trainer can do. No 
man can impart bird sense to a 
dog that does not have it, and 
no man can improve a dog’s sense 
of smell. You can yard-break a 
dog and teach him the essential 
commands, but breeding will have 
to do the rest, if a dog is to rise 
above mediocrity. 

The yard-breaking lessons should 
never be so long that the young 
dog tires of thém, but should be 
considered in the spirit of play 
with a touch of firmness thrown 
in that will prove to the youngster 
that the man is the boss to be 
loved, but to be obeyed on com- 
mand. The essential commahds in 
the training of the dog are: (1) 
“Whoa”: (2) “Go ahead”: (3) 
“Steady” or “Careful”; (4) “Dead” 
or “Fetch”; (5) “Heel.” 

About 40 feet of very light rope 
is desirable, the rope to be short- 
ened or lengthened in the hands 
of the trainer to suit the various 
commands. The full length is 
used on the first command of 
whoa. Let the dog wander around 
the yard and then, with a sudden 
taut rope, give the command, 


Ozark 


“Whos.” Repeat this procedure 


many times until the dog will obey 
the command and stop without 
pressure having been exerted on 
the rope. The command, “Go 
ahead,” naturally follows with the 
slackening of the tautness of the 
rope, and teaches the dog to in- 
stantly move on when told to do 
so. The third command, “Steady” 
or “Careful,” is given with rope 
held just tight enough to impede 
the dog’s forward movement and 
slow him down to a lesser speed. 
The fourth command, “Dead,” can 
be worked without the rope, but 
the rope is of great assistance in 
having the young dog bring his 
retrieve to the iner and place 
it in his hand. “A muslin sack of 
quail feathers, about as large as 
a grown quail, makes an ideal re- 
trieve object and most young dofs 
delight in chasing after it and re- 
turning it to their master. The 
fifth command, “Heel,” is not 
often taught, but is an essential 
in a well-trained dog. It is .ac- 
complished by shortening the rope 
in hand to a foot or so, extending 
the arm behind you, and making 
Lthe dog walk behind you on com- 
mand of.‘Heel.” 


Many a valuable dog has been 
killed while going down the road 
with his trainer. This would not 
not have happened had the com- 
mand, “Heel,” been added to his 
training. 


A spike or force collar can be 
used ag a last resort with the rope 
if the dog is stubborn or hard- 
headed. Remember to always use 
a whistle when feeding your dog 
Or when calling him to you and 
he will respond to it when out in 
the field. Happy hunting!

6. Equal rights for former 
Nazis who were not convicted of 
direct crimes, and a “fight with 
the sharpest forces of law 
against any revival of Nazism, 
militarism or Fascism.” 

Six of Grotewohl’s 14 ministers 
—the important six—were allotted 
to Communists. 

A pro-Russian Christian Demo- 
crat, George Dertinger, was 
named Foreign Minister. The 
vital ministeries controlling in- 
terior affairs, planning, industry, 
foreign trade, education and jus- 
tice went to members of Grote- 
wohl’s Socialist Unity (Commu- 
nist) sparty. 

Russian Ambassador Vladimir 
Semeonov again attended Parlia- 
ment’s session and conferred with 
Grotewohl before it opened. Seme- 
onov is slated to be head of the 
new Russian control commission 
which will supervise the satellite 
republic. 


West Berlin Demand. 


Meanwhile, a new drive by west- 
ern Berlin to be included in the 
west German government at Born 
was started by city officials. As- 
sembly Chairman Otto Suhr head- 
ed a delegation that called on the 
three Allied commanders with the 
announced intention of demanding 
that west Berlin be named the 
twelfth state in the Bonn repub- 
lic. 

The anti-Communist officials 
made it clear they want western 
Berlin completely disassociated 
from the Grotewohl government 
and the Grotewohl influence.

COLUMBUS SET SAIL from Spain on Sept. 9, 1492, in three 
ships, “The Nina,” “The Pinta” and “The Santa Maria,” and it 
took him 33 days (which doesn’t sound slow if you ride the 
Long Island Railroad). His crew totaled 88 men and they were 
not, to spike another misconception, released convicts. Mostly 


they were sailors from around Palos (the port they sailed. 


from) who liked good adventure. ... Most of the time, since 
there were no charts to go by, Columbus followed the flight of 
birds. If he had sailed‘in the spring instead of the fall and 
used the same method, he would have landed somewhere around 
New York. Even after his death Columbus kept on the move. 
First he was buried at a monastery near Seville; then, 40 years 
later, the body was dug up and reburied at the Cathedral in 
San Domingo, one of the islands he discovered. It remained 
there until 1795 when the remains were moved to Havana, 
Cuba. During the Spanish-American War the body again was 
dug up and transferred to its present resting place, Seville, 
back where it started 400 years before.

THE DISCOVERY OF THE New World was, for Columbus, 
the crowning achievement of a rags-to-riches story in the best 
Horatio Alger twadition. Born to a poor weaver’s family, he 
never attended school and ran away to sea at an early age. 
By the time he was 25, however, he knew all there was to know 
about seamanship, had taught himself to read and had con- 
sumed every important book on navigation and astronomy and, 
what's more, he had visited every part of the known world. 
His humble background was no bar to his marriage to a 
daughter of one of Portugal’s noblest families, (She died 
before he made good), And it didn’t stop him from demanding 
—and getting—an audience with Ferdinand and Isabella, the 
most powerful rulers in the world. And then, as one of his- 
tory’s best salesmen, he convinced them he could succeed in a 
voyage that dozens of more famous navigators had flopped at.

Seabrook Farm, 19,000 Acres of Efficiency, Turns Out Vegetables Like a Factory Turns Out Cars

JOHN M. SEABROOK,

BRIDGETON, N.J., Oct. 11. 
MAN they call the Henry 
A Ford of truck farming is 
rounding off another season 
of furnishing 75 million pounds 
of food to the nation. 

He runs the biggest vegetable 
garden in the world—Seabrook 
Farms, which comprises 19,000 
acres in two counties in lush 
South Jersey. 

Sixty-eight-year-old Charles F. 
Seabrook has put agriculture on 
an assembly line, and as a result 
his farming-canning-freezing es- 


. tablishment grosses 17 million dol- 


lars a year. ~ 

He has taken farming so far 
beyond the horse and buggy stage 
that the word “horse” is not in 
the Seabrook Farms lexicon. But 
there are 150 tractors on the place. 

Scientific farming is something 
that Seabrook apparently believes 
was invented for his own private 
use. Or perhaps it would be better 
to say he helped invent it. Every- 
thing in the enterprise is scien- 
tific. In his huge processing plant 
in the center of the vast farm 
there are three laboratories. 

What this means to the house- 
wives of the nation is that 17 per 
cent of the entire United States 
frozen-pack vegetable output last 
year Was processed at Seabrook 
Farms. 

Seabrook’s major product is 
baby lima beans. His quick-frozen 
output of some 20 million pounds 
a year constitutes 65 per cent of 
all United States production. 

Not only does modern farmer 
Seabrook raisé and then can or 
quick-freeze a dozen kinds of veg- 
etables grown on his own 19,000 
acres. He also buys and processes 
the output of as many more acres 
belonging to 750 lesser farmers 
in south Jersey and southeastern 
Pennsylvania. 

Of the 75 million pounds. of 
vegetables Seabrook processes 
each year, 65 million is quick-froz- 
en and 10 million canned. 

The enterprise centers in a 
community that Seabrook built, 
five miles north of Bridgeton and 
40 miles south of Philadelphia. 
Naturally it’s called Seabrook— 
with its own United States post- 
office. 

x * * 


ERE is the sprawling process- 
H ing plant. Here too is the enor- 

mous red-brick frozen - food 
warehouse in which workmen 
must dress warmly enough for 
the coldest winter and in which 
they labor only 45 minutes at a 
time. The temperature is always 
10 degrees below zero. ' 

The capacity of this warehouse 
is 40 million pounds of packaged 
frozen food. It feeds the fleet 
of refrigerator trucks that distrib- 
ute ‘Seabrook products throughout 
the East and to the Midwest the 
year around. 

In the Seabrook community also 
are the homes of 2600 persons— 
Seabrook workers and their fami- 
lies. Twelve hundred are Japa- 
nese-Americans who went there 
from wartime relocation centers. 
The rent is cheap. The best cot- 
tage is only $35—with three bed- 
rooms, cellar and electric kitchen. 

Seabrook village has its own 
police department and fire de- 
partment, the latter with five 
pieces of equipment. Lastly: and 


most important, the village houses 
the headquarters of Charles F. 
Seabrook—absolute boss of the 
agriculture empire, whom his lieu- 
tenants call C. F. 

C. F., an eminently successful 
entrepreneur, is one of the best 
examples in the nation today of 
what a man can build under the 
free-enterprise system. 

Energetic and purposeful, C. F. 
at 68 reigns in a modest, two- 
story . office building like the 
commanding general of an army 
post. Efficient administration, like 
use of all the help that science 
can offer, is one of the major 
secrets of ,his success. In the 
headquarters building, down the 
hall from the general’s office, are 
the offices of the general staff— 
C. F.’s three sons. All are vice 
presidents, 

Belford, the oldest, has charge 
of engineering. Courtney directs 
Sales. «Jack, 32, the youngest, is 
general farm manager. He was a 
Phi Beta Kappa at Princeton, 
where he studied chemical engi- 
neering. 
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HEN C. F. has nine field com- 

manders. These are the heads 

of nine separate divisions into 
which the entire farm is divided. 
These division managers have 
their own command posts. They 
have their own staffs of workers 
and their own fleets of vehicles 
and farm equipment. 

Each controls a physical seg- 
ment that is a microcosm of the 
whole—a farm in itself, raising 
all the crops that the entire farm 
raises. And each is pitted against 
the others. 

The system is one of high com- 
petition. Every morning, every 
division manager has delivered to 
his office a tabulation made: by 
a cost-accounting force. 

This tabulation shows how 
much, to the percentage point, it 
cost each division to harvest each 
unit of produce on the preceeding 
day. This system is death to 
waste. 

The fight against waste is, of 
course, unrelenting. All vegetable 
matter that does not eventually 
make its way to the nation’s 
tables is put back onto the fields 
and plowed under. 

Since efficiency is the keynote, 
C. F. has adapted radio to the 
age-old job of getting food out of 
the soil. He installed a frequency- 
modulation network that binds to- 
gether some 25 major and minor 
chieftains in his organization—in 
their offices or in the automobiles 
in which they roam the 50-mile- 
long holdings. This makes pos- 
sible instant communication to 
any far point on the farm. 

C, F. uses airplanes, naturally. 
He puts them to work dusting 
crops in the battle against insects. 
Nestled in his 19,000 acres is a 
landing strip, used by half a dozen 
Stearman biplanes. 

C. F. has a soil laboratory to 
determine what fields need what 
kind of fertilizer. He has an- 
other laboratory to control the 
quality of vegetables processed. 
Then there is a third that deals 
in something called climatology. 
Here is figured out the intricate 
schedule of crop plantings to keep 
the processing assembly line run- 
ning smoothly from April through 
November. | 

Actually, Seabrook Farms is 
four companies. C. F. is president 
of each. Seabrook Farms Co., the 
parent concern, is the packing 
unit. Seabrook Farming Corp. is

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the producing unit. Cumberland 
Warehouse Corp, keeps the frozen 
vegetables stored. And Cumber- 
land Auto and Truck Co. runs 
the refrigerator-truck fleet. 
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The enterprise owns some 500 
autos and trucks all told. In the 
fields, it has hundreds of the most 
modern labor-saving implements— 
planters, drills; harvesters, viners, 
shellers, etc. 

Even the honeybee works for 
Seabrook. Some 12 million of 
them live on the farm—and pollen- 
ize the crops. 

The whole big enterprise adds 
up to the first requirement of the 
quick-frozen food \business—speed. 
To get the best flavor, the vege- 
tables must be harvested at the 
peak of maturity, cleaned, then 
plunged to 37 degrees below zero 
and frozen rock-hard as fast as 
possible. In most cases, Seabrook 
does this in about three hours. 

Science and organization are C. 
F.’s weapons. His laboratory men 
tell him when the crops are ready 
to harvest—not the day but the 
hour. The radio begins to crackle. 
The machines lumber over the 
fields and the trucks roll to the 
plant in the village. It’s split-sec- 
ond, assembly-line technique. 

It took C, F. 40 years to do it. 
As a young man he helped his 
father work the family’s 60 acres 
near Bridgeton. Today the family 
“sixty” is a fractional part of C. 
F.’s 19,000. 

As far back as 1912, when other 
farmers were praying for rain, C. 
F. installed overhead, movable ir- 
rigation pipes. He introduced 
tractors and trucks. Within seven 
years he had 2000 acres. 

Then came the farm slump of 
the 1920s. C. F. sold the farm 
and went abroad. In Russia he 
was commissioned by the new 
Soviet government to direct‘ the 
building of highways and the lay- 
ing out of the new collective 
farms. He returned to the United 
States in 1929, and shortly became 
interested in the quick-freezing 
principle to preserve fresh pro- 
duce developed by Clarence Birds- 
eye. 

Today he runs the largest inte- 
grated operation of its kind in the 
country. He doesn’t consider 
farming a way of life but a way 
to make money. Nonetheless, he 
still thinks of himself first of all 
as a farmer. On his passports, 
where it asks for occupation, C. 
F.. always writes simply “Farmer.”

CHAPTER SIXTEEN. 
NLIKE the extreme Freudian- 
ism, Christianity is not so nar- 
row-minded as to make sex the 

most important instinct of life or 
to attribute mental disorders ex- 
clusively to its repression. If the 
repression of its erfant and un- 
lawful impulses is the cause of 
mental abnormalities, why is it 
that those who are most aban- 
doned to carnal license are the 
most abnormal, while those who 
believe in religion and morality 
are the most normal of men? 
Using a more comprehensive and 
saner outlook on life, Christianity 
traces, not one, but several roots 
of mental disorders in the nonphy- 
sical and moral realm. There is 
sex, to’ be sure; but there are 
also six other possible causes— 
pride, covetousness, anger, envy, 
gluttony, and sloth. 

In order to understand the prop- 
er role of the sex instinct, consid- 
er the true nature of man, Every 
man is-looking for perfection. He 
is constantly trying to transcend 
himself, to get out of himself, in 
some way to expand himself, to 
escape his self-limitations. There 
is a kind of holy impatience in us 
all. The “I,” the “Me” in each of 
us feels limited; it craves for ex- 
pansiveness; it finds the earth too 
small, even the stars too close; the 
possesed makes us hungry where 
most it satisfies. We want to be 
perfect; but we are only in a 
process of realization. Not being 
able to find’ peace #ithin our- 
selves, we seek to atone for our 
limitations by extending ourselves 
in one of three directions— 
through the mind, through the 
body, or through things. 

Self preservation is one of the 
first laws of nature, and it im- 
plies a legitimate self-love; for 
if we did not love ourselves, we 
could not continue to live. Our 
Divine Lord reminded us to love 
our neighbors as we love ourselves. 
Self-love, knowing it cannot ex- 
ist by itself amy more than the 
stomach can exist without food, 
extends itself in one direction by 
the acquiring of knowledge; and 
the more we know of the truth, 
the more our personality is de- 
veloped. The quest for perfection 
of the self reaches to the infinite. 


No one has ever said, “I know 
enough.” That is why we hate to 
have secrets kept from us (men 
hate this just as much as women). 
We are incurably curious; we 
were made to know. 

We escape the limitations of 
the body in another direction 
by the expansion of our flesh in 
the procreation of other personali- 
ties. Love always tends to an in- 
carnation, In order that human 
life might be preserved and con- 
tinued, God implanted two great 
appetites and pleasures in man. 
One is: the pleasure of eating to 
preserve the corporal life of the 
individual; the other is the pleas- 
ure of marriage to preserve the 
life of the race. 

The third way of perfecting 
ourselves is through the owner- 
ship of things. Just as we are 
free on the inside because we 
can call our soul our own, so 
we want to be free on the out- 
side by calling possessions our 
own. Personal or private owner- 
Ship is natural to man; it is the 
economic guarantee of freedom, 
as the soul is its spiritual guar- 
antee. 

The Church teaches that the 
human person is constantly striv- 
ing for perfection and is restless 
until it perfects its mind in knowl- 
edge, or generates its kind in mar- 
riage, or assures its economic se- 
eurity through things. Each of 
these urges and instincts and 
cravings is right and God-given. 
In each instance, the “I” is at- 
tempting to find another “I.” Be- 
cause the “I” loves itself, it also 
loves wisdom, it loves the flesh, 
and it loves property. 

Where then does abnormality 
arise, if these pursuits are natur- 
al? How could they cause a psy- 
chosis or anxiety or a complex, 
any more than the eye does in see- 
ing or the ear in hearing? If we 
were these pursuits to- 
ward perfection would, indeed, 
never cause disturbance, for an 
animal's desire can be fully sat- 
isfied; but man’s cannot. No ani- 
mal is curious about chlorophyll 
when it sees a plant, nor does a 
squirrel have an anxiety complex 
about whether there will be a 
shortage of nuts 10 years hence, 
But man’s impulses and passions 


are subject to his will. Not being 
mechanically ordered as means to 
the salvation of his soul, he can 
misuse his passions, make them 
ends in themselves, try to find the 
absolute in their relative. 

Self-love, which is good, can be 
perverted to self-adoration, in 
which one says, “I am my own 
law, my own truth, my own stand- 
ard. Nobody cam tell me any- 
thing. Whatever I call right is 
right; what I call wrong is wrong. 
Therefore, I am God.” This is the 
sin of pride, the perversion of 
self-love into egotism. Such un- 
due self-inflation is one of the 
principal causes of unhappiness; 
the more a balloon is inflated, the 
easier it is to puncture it. The 
egotist walks warily, in constant 
danger of having his false values 
destroyed. 


The sex instinct, which is good, 
can also be perverted. In the days

N today’s Mleal, a defender’s 
sense of “timing” was better 
than the declarer’s 

West, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 
North-South 40 on score 
East-West 60 on score. 
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Double Pass 


East-West went “overboard” a 
little in getting up to three hearts, 
but they were naturally loathe to 
surrender the contract too cheaply 
in view of the score. 


West opened the singleton club, 
dummy played low, and East 
played the six-spot. South won 
with the nine and, after some 
thought, led his singleton spade. 
West ducking, East took dummy’s 
jack with the ace and, wisely re- 
fusing to sive his partner a club 
ruff at this early point, chose in- 
stead to lay down the diamond 
king. The ace won, and declarer 
led the diamond jack right back, 
because he was well aware that 
the club lead had been a single- 
ton. East took the trick with the 
diamond queen, and now gave 
West the club ruff, returning the 
club 10 to cover dummy’s eight. 
West duly ruffed away South’s 
club queen, and at the very cnd, 
declarer had to surrender two club 
tricks to East. Down 500! 


East’s timing of the defense was 
excellent, but the same cannot be 
said for declarer’s line of play. 
With West’s opening lead clearly 
marked as a singleton, the logical 
procedure, after winning the first 
trick with the club nine, was to 
enter dummy with a heart and re- 
turn the club eight, covering what- 
ever card East played. West 
would ruff, but after he then led 
a trump (his best play), the ace 
would win, South would ruff a 
heart for entry, and then ruff a 
low club with the diamond jack. 
From that point, he would find it 
easy to hold the enemy to a total 
of four tricks, thus saving 300 
points.

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OPERATIC RECITAL by Eugene Conley (London—LPM—ffrr). 

Mr, Conley is a young American tenor who already has had a 
pronounced success both in America and Europe. The voice has a 
Plangent brilliance, flexibility, agility and is supported by an ardent 
temperament. It appears to be well suited for lyric and light dra- 
matic roles. In these recordings an occasional unsteadiness on the 
tone is evident and from this showing it also appears that he has not 
yet achieved a great emotional variety, Those who know this young 
singer, however, say that he is growing steadily. Among the numbers 
in this recorded recital are: The Flower Song from “Carmen,” “Salut 
Demeure” from “Faust,”. “Che Gelida Manina” from “La Boheme,” 
“E Lucevan le Stelle” from “La Tosca” and several other operatic 
favorites. The recording is excellent.

VILLA-LOBOS, Piano Concerto, played by Ellen Ballon with 
L’Orchestre de Suisse Romande under Ernest Ansermet (London 
~LPM—ffrr). 

This concerto is more interesting for its rhythmic verve, its bright 
orchestration and its general brilliance than for its expressive con- 
tent. But it has a distinctive character and is well worth an occa- 
sional public hearing for variety’s sake. Miss Ballon and the orchestra 
give it an incisive performance and the recording is excellent.
